$90 per man. He refused and was told 


he would be forced to pay $35 later, 
and more if he delayed. Barneson 
sought the assistance of Swears, who 
Supplies crews for the Pacific Mail and 
other steamship companies. Swears 
quickly secured men for Barneson, and 
the combine seeing defeat ahead. cov- 
ertly sent some of their seamen to be 
shipped. Swears has now charge of 
the shipping of foreign crews, and fo? 
the time being blood money is aboi- 
ished. 

The first vessel supplied with a crew 
by Barneson and Swears was the Brit- 
ish ship Orion. Other vessels supplied 
are the Peter Iredale and British ships 
Dundonald and LochH orridon. Brit-

“The thing we need most in this 
. city,” said Mr. Blanchard last night, 
“is a well-lighted thoroughfare, where 
visitors can take a pleasant stroll in 
the evening. Los Angeles has many 
natura! advantages, Dut we have neg- 
lected to make careful provision for the 
entertainment of the tourists and visi- 
tors that come here every year. Any 
one who has been abroad realizes the 
shortcomings of this city in that di- 
rection. In Paris and other European 
elties ‘vast sums of money are spent 
to provide for the amusement of the 
stranger within the city’s gates. Broad- 
way, as the name indicates, is a wide 
thoroughfare with broad walks. It can 
be made into a popular promenade. The 


one thing necessary is to have it bril- 
illuminated every night in the 
year.” 


For the purpose of making Broa- 
way a ‘‘valley ot light“ from one end 
to the other it is planned to place a 
lamp post of artistic desi every 100 
feet on each side of B way for the 
entire distance, and to alternate the 
posts, so that one will stand every 
fifty feet of the length of the street. 

The lighting system installed in 
Chester Place is very similar in design 
to that projected for Broadway. Each 
lamp post will carry one arc and four 
incandescent lamps. The Counci! will 
be asked to grant the owners permis- 
sion to fasten the posts io plates on 


ner that they can be removed readily 
at any time. 

Rough estimates place the cost of the 
plates and the ornate iren posts at 
about $1.20 a front foot. This expense, 
as planned, willl be borne by the prop- 
erty owners. 

The cost of Illumination will not be 
far from 20 cents a foot a month, and 
it is expected that in most cases this 
expense will be borne by the tenants.

SINKING RAILROAD 
PUZZLES ENGINEERS. 


KYHAT is the matter with the bot- the country round about to indicate 
tom of America’s Dead Sea—the the great changes that 


Great Salt Lake of Utah—that 
it will not support the forty-eight 
miles of grade and trestie that the 
Southern Pacific engineers have been 
trying to construct across an arm of 
it? 

In Wednesduy'’s Times appeared a 
dispatch from Salt Lake City telling 
about the difficulties encountered, nec- 
essitating the postponement again and 
again of the opening of this cut-off in 
the Central Pacific line, for the run- 
ning of trains. Miles and miles of the 
new track have sunk as much as 
seven feet below grade, and that after 
a firm foundation was thought to have 
been secured by driving piles to a 
great depth. A number of work 
trains have even been swallowed by 
the salty sea, through the sudden giv- 
ing away of the bottom. 

It has n surmised that Bear 
River has filled in the bottom of the 
lake with a sediment too weak to sus- 
tain the great weight thrown upon it 
by the buliding of the railroad track 
on a pontoon of piles. A. J. Wood- 
bury of No. 1173 Wet Jefferson street, 
who has devoted some study to the 
problem, says there is doubtless an- 
other cause. He ascribes it to the ex- 
istence of a quicksand of unknown 
depth, under a thin layer of river mud. 
Said Mr. Woodbury yesterday: 

“Ogden is ten miles from Great Salt 
Lake and 100 feet higher. In the 
early nineties an effort was made to 
develop natural gas, which had been 
successfully accomplished some miles 
to the southward. At a depth 400 feet 
lower than the present bottom of the 
lake the drill brought up pleces of 


wood. I have in my possegsion now 
some of the bits of wood which I 
secured at the time. Whether the 


wood grew there or was brought down 
by an avalanche or great fleod, there 
is of course no way of teiling, but 
there it is. with 100 feet of earth on 


top of it. 


"There are no sgure on the face of 


have taken 
place, other than the old shore line of 
the lake, which can be traced for miles 
and miles along the s of the 
Wasatch mountains, 1000 feet higher 
than the present surface of the lake. 
making it the largest inland body of 
water of which we have any know!l- 
edge. It is evident that when this 
vast lake was drained the waters went 
out with a rush, but whether by the 
Snake River route, or the Grand 
Cafion of the Colorad, geologists have’ 
never definitely determined. How- 
ever, that has nothing to do with the 
subject under discussion, except to 
show the wonderful changes that have 
taken place in the great inter-moun- 
tain basin since the upheaval of the 
continent. 

“What was the ‘result of the boring 
for gas at Ogden’ Shortly after the 
drill passed through the stratum of 
wood, it encountered quicksand which 
ba fed all attempts at further prog- 
ress, so the work was abandoned. This 
sand in all probability extends out 
under the lake. 

“It is easy to conjecture, therefore, 
that the Southern Pacific engineers 
have encountered an unknown depth 
of quicksand with a thin veneering of 
Bear River mud.” 

Will the engineers be able to over- 
come this difficulty? That is a ques- 
tion that must be answered, and a 
problem to be solved, before the mi- 
lions already spent in trying to 
shorten the line of the Central Pacific 

tween Ogden and California will be- 
come effective. Apparently a harder 
engineering task was never under- 
taken. The outcome will be watched 
with interest by the whole engineering 
world, and the people of the Pacific 
Coast generally.

There is an elderly man calling him- 
self Maj. Frank Robinson turned loose 
in town, who says that he and his 
wife have a rescue home for giris at 
No. 1275 Lake Shore avenue.“ There 
is no Lake Shore avenue. It has been 


changed to boulevard. Where No. 176 


should be on the boulevard there is a 
barren stubble field. 

Robinson called on Secretary Zee- 
handelaar of the Merchants’ and Manu- 
facturers’ Association seeking indorse- 
ment for his scheme. He said that he 
had just come from Oakland, where he 
was engaged in the rescue business for 
thirteen vears, and spread out a bunch 
of alleged testimonials from the min- 
isters of the bay city for the secre- 
tarv’s inspection. They were all type- 
written, even to the signatures. 

This looked like such an easy way of 
ketting ahead that Mr. Zeehandelaar 
went into the matter of the rescue 
home for girls with the “major,” and 
became convinced that Robinson is an 
imposter. The “major” had a whisky 
breath, which is not compatible with 
most kinds of rescue work, says Mr. 
Zeehandelaar, so the secretary turned 
him down with a warning not to push 
his enterprise too zealously. 

In an effort to find Robinson in his 
“rescue home“ on Lake Shore boule- 
vard. a Times reporter searched that 
thoroughfare from one ad to the 
other yesterday afternoon, but found 
that the number given does not exist 
and that the project of Robinson's is 
unheard of among persons living near 
where the number would be if there 
were a building to bear it. 

Tt in believed that Robinson is col- 
lecting money solely on the strength 
of the card which he displayed to Sec- 
retary Zeehandelaar. He represents 
his home to be a refuge for girls 
who are out on the cold world, unpro- 
tected and abandoned. Such a tale as 
this would stir up a sentiment of pity 
in most any breast.

There are approximately 40,000 per- 
sons in Los Angeles today who have no 
sewer facilities and the City Engineer 
estimates that the number would be 
60,000 by the time a new outfall sewer 
could be completed if work began to- 


day. 
Such a statement is surprising to 
those who have not followed the 


growth of the city closely. The south- 
western section is practically without 
sewer facilities, and it is in that direc-

Financial conditions in the East now 
preciude“the sale of the bonds, appar- 
ently. fer a considerable period. <A 
prominent banker said yesterday that 
the city would have difficulty in diss 
posing of its securities today if they 
bore 4% per cent. interest on account 
of the stringency in the money market. 
The State Board of Examiners will 
have about $600,000 more money to in- 
vest within a few months, and the 
beard may purchase the $400,000 storm- 
drain bonds to keep the $480,000 issue 
of schoo! bonds company. but this out- 
come not now regarded as likely by 
the mean.

The sewage of Los Angeles now 
amounts to 10,000,000 gallons a day, and 
to bulid septic tanks and filter beds 
for the scientific treatment of sewage 
from the whole city would necessitate 
an outlay of about $300,000. 

In London the importance of puri- 
fying the sewage is fully recognized, 
owlng to the scientific discovery that 
the fish in adjacent waters and, in- 
deed at some considerable distance 
from the city, were afflicted with the 
germs of typhoid fever. London new 
uses sludge ships that transport — 
000,000 gallons of sludge fifty miles 
to sea, where it is dumped. In a few 
places sludge is removed from the beds 
by farmers.

By their efforts they managed to get 
proxies from 300 shareholders. 

The. election meeting lasted all day. 
he said, some of the stockholders being 
rabid against  Creasinger. Crea- 
singer family finally put in seven out 
of nine of the board of directors. Shinn 
and Creasinger and Mrs. Creasinger 
were all on the board. 

About the first thing that was done 
was to appoint a committee to inves- 
tigate’ to see how much the Red Cloud 
Company owed Creasinger.

mon walks of life. Of course, there 
are always many who present them- 
selves, and the Mayor of one of the 
twenty districts of Paris, or of a 
small town, for rosieres can be found 
in all parts of France, examines the 
claims of all the aspirants, and the 
prize is given to the most deserving. 
it is not much, for there are only 
$5000 to be divided among forty girls 
in the twenty districts. It is not 
much, but we must remember that 
money is more valuable in France than 
in America, and that one franc, worth 
20 cents, goes as far with the poor in 
France as a dollar does in America. 

In the small towns the ceremony 
of rewarding the rosiere is touching. 
She is dressed in white, goes to Mass 
in the morning, and takes the holy 
sacrament; then, generally accom- 
panied by the village band, she walks 
to the village Courthouse, where the 
Mayor is ready to receive her. After 
a short address, he hands her the 
prize with a wreath of roses, which 
she places on her head. When the 
rosiere happens to be engaged to a 
worthy young man, the community 
makes it an object to marry the cou- 
ple on the day the rosiere is crowned 
and rewarded, and thus combines two 
important ceremonies; then she em- 
ploys a part of the moftey in buying 
her trousseau.—[Brooklyn Eagle.

SANTA MONICA. 
IABRARY BIDS OPENED. 
SANTA MONICA, Nov. 5.—The Board 
of Library Trustees held a meeting at 
5 o'clock this afternoon and opened bids 
for the construction of the new Car- 
negie Building. Only two bids were re- 
ceived; both came from Los Angeles, 
and one of them was irregular, there 
being no certified check accompanying 
it. The regular bid was from the Con- 
tinental Construction Company and 
asked $13,789 for the building com- 
plete. Several su tions are made 
for the changing of the specifications 
to bring the building within the Car- 
negie donation of $12,500. The sum of 
$650 would be deducted from the $13,789 
if a change were made from solid brick 
walls to 2x6 studding sheathed diago- 
nally and veneered with pressed brick. 
This change would allow the basement 
walls to be cut four inches at a saving 
of an additional $150. The bidder also 
says if the steam heating plant were 
omitted and gas radiators substituted, 
another saving of $500 could be made. 
The irregular bid was from John Reb- 
man, who wanted $15,890 for the con- 
struction of the building complete. 
There was a disposition on the part of 
the board to cut out a few of the things 
suggested by the construction com- 
pany and to award the contract to that 
company, but an adjournment was 
taken until s o'clock Saturday evening, 
when it is expected final action will be 


taken.

HOOKED, GAFFED AND MAULED, 
IT FINALLY ESCAPES,

Big Creature Twice Runs Ashore, but 
Crowd of Men Fail to Subdue and 


Capture it—Teredo Pest Shows Re- 
markable Activity, 


AVALON, Nov. 5.—George Johnson | 


and T. D. Clark and “Mexican Joe“ 
this morning went to the grouper 
banks in the launch Katherine for a 
shark hunt. About five miles off 
Church Rock some enormous sharks had 
deen seen, and in such numbers that 
they robbed the anglers of their fish 
before they tould get them into their 
boats. 

At the banks it was not long before 
they had a big fellow on their string, 
and after half an hour's battle, con- 
quered him. Then they hooked an- 
other, which was larger and gamier 
than the first, and it took nearly an 
hour to master him. The smaller one 
was taken into the boat, but the other 
was deemed too large to attempt, and 
having secured him with a tow line 
they returned home, arriving here at 
noon. The smaller shark was dumped 
out of the boat and brought ashore by 
Johnson and (ark, and in the meah- 
time “Mexican Joe“ had taken the line 
off the other and sinking his gaff into 
it Started to tow it ashore. He thought 
it was dead, or so nearly 80 as to of- 
fer no resistance. 

The big creature resented being 
gaffed the second time, and began to 
squirm. Joe is one of the most pow- 
erful men on the island, but he was 
no match for the dead“ shark. It 
twisted the gaff out of his hands as 
though he were a child. The hook with 
which it was caught was still in its 
mouth, and Joe grabbed the line, but 
that was likewise wrested from him 
in a twinkling. and the shark ran 
amuck. It headed shoreward und ran 
up on the beach. Here a dozen men at- 
tacked it, beating it over the head and 
body with oars and whatever they 
could lay their hands on. It retreated 
and, swimming along the beach for a 
hundred yards again came ashore. The 
men again fell upon the hapless crea- 
ture, but once more it escaped into 
deep water and disappeared with the 
hook and line still in tow. It had 
fought an hour for its life, after having 
been towed eight miles behind a 
launch. ~ 

~The captured one measured exactly 
ten feet in length and weighed 400 
pounds. 

“PERNICIOUS ACTIVITY.” 

As the result of the remarkable ac- 
tivity of teredos here, a man had a 
narrow escape from being preciptated 
into the bay today. As he was step- 
ping into a boat the step suddenly 
gave way. Examination showed that, 
while the surface, which had deen 
coated with tar, appeared as staunch 
as the day it was placed, there was 
scarcely a grain of the wood fiber re- 
maining.
